WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31.—The United 
States must meet and settle the Hawaiian 
question on Droad lines. It is beginning 
to dawn upon the minds of 
public men of both political parties that 
‘thisisa grave problem and cannot be dis- 
missed with a wave of the hand. It 
is pointed out to-day, that no matter 
what cOurse this Government may take 
on the question of annexation, it cannot per- 
mit the islands to*fail under the control of 


any foréign powér. Attention is called to the 


efforts which Great Britain has been making 
to neutralize the influence of the United 
Statesinthe islands and establish her own 
control there, A series of facts are presented 
showing the machinations of the Engl!sh 
prevent this Govern- 


ment from securing. possession of Pearl 
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River Harbor as a naval _ station. 
The problem which is now presented ‘to the 
United States is made all the more grave be- 
cause the threatening hand of Great Britain 
is a factor to be considered in‘its solution. 
Before Great Britain’s attitude can be 
taken into consideration, however, the ex- 
tent of the American interests in Hawail 
must be fully realized. It is said to 
be a fact that citizens of the United 
States resident on the islands now have 
fully $50,000,000 at stake. More than this, it 
is argued, this Government istoalarge de- 
gree responsible for the enterprises which 
this enormous investment represents. Under 
the reciprocity treaty with Hawali, which 
insured through an advantageous tariff up- 
on Hawaiian sugar unusual profits to sugar 
producers thero, a large number 
of Americans emfgrated to the islands and 
began to reap the benefits which otherwise 
might have inured simply to the Hawalian 
people. The claim that these interests 
must be protected is one of the argu- 
ments used in Delial the proposed

} |, itis. said, 
crifice of American capital and, pos- 
sibly, of American lives, which this country 
could hardly view with indifference. 
“Another point urged with much force by 
those who favor the policy of annexation is 
that if it should so happen that England 
should assume control over Hawaii, a step 
which would be followed by absolute occu- 
pation, the effect would be to render 
any canal across the Isthmus of 
Darien a source of positive danger to the 
United States. Such a canal would afford 
aquick and direct communication between 
Liverpool and Hawaii, whereas it would be 
to the interest of the United States to com- 
pel British ships to travel many weeks 
around Cape Horn or follow the still 
longer sage through the Mediter- 
ranean, the Suez Canal, and the Indian 
Ocean into the Pacific. It is true that a land- 
locked isthmus would prevent easy connec- 
tion betwéen New York and San Francisco, 
but before a canal was built this disadvant- 
age would have to be placed in the balance 
Amith the advantage offered to Great Britain. 
It is recalled. that the late Secretary 


Blaine was very anxious for the United. 


Btates to obtain possession of the Islands, 
and during President Garfield’s administra- 
tion sent Minister Stevens to . 0ne- 
gotiate for their acquisition. Mr. 
Biaine was also anxious fora cable between 
Ban Francisco and Honolulu, and so ex- 

sed himself at the last session of the 
Fifty-first Congress, when a bill was pending 
granting 4 subsidy toa company formed for 
the purpose. 

It is stated to-day that the report of last 
night that the protests of England against 
the annéxation of Hawail by the United 
States would be presented to-day, was pre- 
mature.

NEEDED AS AN OUTPOST. 


WHY ADMIRAL BELKNAP FAVORS THE POLICY OF 
ANNEXATION. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 31.—Relative to the 
Hawalian question, Rear Admiral George E. 
Belknap of Brooklyn (retired) says: 

‘*Tothe people of the United States the 
present situation is of momentous interest. 
and vita! importance. Indeed it would seem 
that nature has established that group to be 
ultimately occupied as an outpost, as it were, 
of the great Republic on its western border, 
andthat the time had now come for the 
fulfillment of such design. The group now 
seeks annexation tothe United States. The 
consummation of such wish would inure to 
to the benefit of both peoples, commercially 
and politically. 

‘*Annex the Islands, constitute¥hem a ter- 
ritory and trade will be doubled within twen- 
ty years. 

‘*Let the islanders feel thatthey are once 
and forever under the foids of the American 
flag, as part and parcel of the great Repub- 
lic and development will at once take place 
in the group that will at once surprise its 
people ana the world. 

**Not to take the fruit withia our grasp and 
annex the group now begging us to take it, 
would be folly indeed, a mistake of the 
gravest nature, both for the statesmen of the 
day and ofthe men among us of high com- 
mercial views and great enterprises. 

**Let the British lion once get its paw upon 
the groupand Honolulu would soon become 
one of the most important strongholds of 
Great Britain’s power. Great Britain will 
undoubtedly propose a joint arrangement 
for the government of the islands, but we 
want none of such an entangling alliance. 
Wehavé had enough of that business at 
Samoa. 

‘*We want no joint protectorate, no occu- 
pation there by any European power, no 
Pacific Egypt. We need the group as part 
and parcel of the United States and should 
take what is offered us, even at the hazard of 
war.’’

PAST AND PRESENT—ITS POLITICAL 
HISTORY AND PEOPLE. 


The Hawalian group of islands were first 


HAWAII, 


united into one kingdom early in the present 
A Fr wetter 


this monarch riled Kamehameha II., who 
died in England in 1823. Under Kamehameha 
III. the integrity of the kingdom was recog- 
nised by the United States, England and 
France. Kamehameha lll. gave his subjects 
a constitution in 1840, which was revised and 
extended in 1852. A nephew, Kamehameha 
IV., succeeded to the throne and after ruled 
the fourth king’s brother, Kamehameha V., 
who, in 1864, proclaimed a revised constitu- 


tion. 

With the death of the ifth Kamehameha in 
1872 the royal line, which had been in power 
since Capt. Cook discovered the islands in 
1778, became extinct. Lunalilo, known 
among the Americans as ‘‘Prince Bill,’’ and 
distinguished by his enormous capacity for 
American whisky, was elected King. Kala- 
kaua wanted to be King, but hereceived no 
votes. 

‘*Prince Bill’’ relgned a year and then suc- 
cumbed towhisky. The Americans brought 
forth Kalakaua asa candidate for the office, 
and he was elected. There wasa lively con- 
test. The election was held in February, 
1874. A mob surrounded the legislative hall 
and declared that: they would not accept 
Kalakaua as King if he were elected. There 
were a tew_ heads broken, and the insurrec- 
tion was quelled. But the King was hever 
popular with the natives. 

Kalakaua was as entertaining, jovial and 
careless a spendthrift as ever sat on a throne 
and made ducks and drakes of the finances of 
his country. When he found himselfa King 
he proceeded to enjoy himself. Political ad- 
venturers by the score found out his weak- 
nesses and proceeded to help him have a 
good time andtofilltheir own pockets. He 
had a salary of $25,000 a year andother allow- 
ances, which made his income aboat $60,000, 
He was always heavily in debt, thanks to the 
adventurers. He spent some of his money on 
hisarmy. It wasa fine army when the King 
was in the height of his power, It consisted 
of 250 men alltold and two small guns. It 
has varied sincethen. Its average strength 
has been about fifty men. Itis said that the 
ermy now consists of about 200 men and two 
gatling guns. 

In 1887 a halt was called. A new constitn- 
tion was forced upon the King. That took 
pretty much all his power from him. He 
couldn’t handlé{the finances, which was a 
great blow to him. He almost lost his throne. 
‘ihere was a movement in that direction, but 
it was not carried out. He had proclaimed 
his sister regent, and a few energetic spirits 
like R. W.. Wilcox, a half-caste, wanted him 
out of the way and his sister placed on the 
throne. Butit didn’t amount to much. 

The King liked to go calling on other kings 
and he was fonda of coming to the United 
States. He died in San Francisco in Janu- 
ary, 1891, and his body was taken to Honolu- 
luon the flagship Charleston in great state. 

LILIUO KALANI ON THE THRONE. 

His sister, the regent, succeeded him on 
the throne in February, 1691, as Queen LIill- 
uokalani, pronounced Lil-lee-woke-a-lany. 
Before that she was known as Mrs. Dominis, 
the wife of John Owen Dominis, formerly of 
Boston, who had prospered in business and 
politics in Honolulu and who became H. R, 
H., the Prince Consort, which shows what 
a plain man who attends gtrictiy to business 
may accomplish in this world. The Queen 
had a residence much finer than the White 
House in Washington and an income of $100,- 
OOoa year. Butshe hadastormy reign. In 
the first place, she hadn’t had power enough 
to make any particularly good moves, but 
she could make no of mistakes. The 
Americans in the kingdom hold the balance 
of power. They have two great desires. 
One is to get rich, and the other is to see the 
country annexed to the United States. 

For more than a year there have been con- 
stant stories about. crises in the Hawaian 
Government. . Every steamer from Honolulu 
has brought the tale that the baby kingdom 
was on the

There were trials in which it was impossible 
to convict any one of tréason, . Then an elec- 
tion was ordered. It was said that there 
would be war, The army had been increased 
to-200, and everything seemed ready for a 
bloody struggle. But there was nowar. A 
hew Ministry came into power on Nov. 9 last, 
and it was said that there was joy and hap- 
Ppiness in Hawati. Then came frequent 
stories that the Queen was on the verge of 
death. But she has lived long enough to be 
dethroned. 

COMMERCIAL IMPORTANCE. 

The commercial importance of the 
Hawailan Islands is great. Prior to 1876 Con- 
gress placed a tariff of 2 per cent on sugar, 
which came near ruining the islands, for 
nearly all oftheir sugar came to this coun- 
try. Butin 1876a treaty of reciprocity was 
established with Hawatl which, more than 
anything else, contributed to Gen. Grant’s 
popularity on the Pacific coast. By this 
treaty Hawaiian rice and the lower grades of 
Sandwich Island sugars were admitted free 
of duty into the United States... This was of 
immense advantage to the planters of 
Hawall, as it enabled them torealize in San 
Francisco—a market only six days away— 
from $40 to $50 a ton over the sugars of for- 
eign countries. 

The effect of this policy on the affairs of the 
islands was soon manifest. In 1876, before 
the treaty went Into effect, the total output 
of sugar was only 13,000 tons per annum. In 
1890 this was increased to 130,000 tons, just ten 
times as much, and Hawatli rose to the eighth 
place among the cane-sugar-growing coun- 
tries. The total valuation ofthecrop of 1890 
was about $35,000,000, in which American 
planters and capitalists held an interest 
amounting to at least 80 per cent. 

PEARL HARBOR. 

This reciprocity treaty, more than any- 
thing else, tended to make Hawalli socially 
and commercially an American colony. But 
the trade has not been one-sided. The peo- 
ple of Hawali have come to the United States 
for all their manufactured articles. In 1887, 
under Mr. Clevelana’s administration, duties 
upon many other Hawalian products were 
remitted. In consideration of these excep- 
tional privileges, King Kalakaua ceded to 
the United States Governmentthe exclusive 
right to establish and fortify a naval station 
in Hawalian waters. Aftersome search the 
place selected for this was [Pearl Harbor, 
about ten miles from Honolulu. With the 
expenditure ofa little money Pearl Harbor 
could have been made the finest port in all 
these islands, and suited tothe purposes for 
which it was intended, but the concession 
remains unimproved. 

Mr. Blaine in 1889, as Secretary of State, 
took steps to make the treaty of 1876 perma- 
nent. He soughtto modify it in a way that 
would practically make Hawall United States 
territory. With this in view he proposed 
that Pearl Harbor should remain perma- 
nently and exclusively inthe possession of 
the United States, and that all trade between 
the countries, except in intoxicants, should 
be ansolutely free. That is, in all its pro- 
ductive and commercial relations, Hawaii 
was to have the same relations to the United 
States as one of our own States. 

To strengthen the tles between the two 
countries and so secure a continuance of 
these intimate relations, Mr. Blaine asked 
Hawaii to pledge herself not to enter into 
treaty engagements with other powers with- 
out the the full knowledyve and consent of the 
United States. In’ addition to this it was” 
asked that in case it was necessary to pre- 
Serve order the United States should be per- 
mitted toland military forces. This provi- } 
sion to land troops killed the proposet treaty 
and caused a reaction among the natives. 

**ouTs’’ AND ‘*INs.”’ 

The political history of Hawaii is simply a 
story of ‘‘the outs’’ trying to get the places 
of those in power. The Americans there 
have dreamed for years of annexing the 
islands to the United States. The fslands 
were Offered to this country about fifty years 
ago, andthere was much discussion of an- 
nexation at the time. But it died out, and 
the islands have been left pretty much to 
themselves until a year or twoago, when 
talk of annexation wasrevived. The native 
Hawallians, it is said, don’t want annexa- 
tion, and the foreign residents not Ameri- 
cans of course are opposed to it. 

The passage of the McKinley bill started 
anew thefeverofannexation. The McKinley 
bill set aside the treaty of 1876 by placing 


sugar from other countries. The business 
stagnation following the passage of the Dill 
still depresses the islands, and as the best 
way out of this disastrous condition the 
Americans whose fortunes are invested in 
Hawall naturally advocate annexation.

On asmall scale, Honolulu could compete 
with imperial Rome herself for distinction in 
the matter of motley population. Represen- 
tatives from every nation under the sun are 
gathered there. Leaving out the Chinese and 
Japanese, there is left a population of 63,596 
actually or nominally Christian. Of these 55 
per cent are pure Hawaiians, over 13 per cent 
are of mixed viood, and of pure whites there 
are about 20,000, constituting 31 percent of 
the citizens proper. The native race of 
Hawali, which ts certainly superior to any of 
the native races of the Pacific islands, is rap- 
idly decreasing. Liquorand the low state of 
social morality explain this decrease.

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

Following is the Queen’s speech opening 
the session: 

My Lords and Gentlemen: 

My friendly and harmonious relations with all the 
powers continue. Their declarations from every 
quarter are favorable to the maintenance of Euro- 
pean peace. 

In connection with the approaching evacuation of 
Uganda by the British East African Co. I have 
deemed it expedient to authorize a commissioner of 
experience and ability to examine onthe spot, with 
adequate provisions for his safety, into the best 
means of dealing withthe country and to reportto 
the Gevernment. 

In view of recent occurrences in Egypt I have de- 
termined upon making aslight augmentation in the 
number of British troops stationed in that country. 
This measure does not indicate a change of policy or 
a modification of the assurances my Government has 
given from time to time respecting the British occu- 
pation of Egypt. The Khedive has declared in terms 
satisfactory to me his intention to follow henacefor- 
ward the established practice of previous consulta- 
tion with my Governmentin political affairs and his 
desire to act in cordial co-operation with it. 

In relation to both Egypt and Uganda, papers in 
continuation of these heretofore presented will at 
once be laid before you. 

I have observed with concern the wide prevalence 

of agricultural distress in many parts of the country. 
It is to be hoped that among the causes of the present 
depression some are of atemporary nature, but with- 
out doubt you will take this grave matter into your 
consideration and make itthe subject of careful in- 
quiry. 
The proclamations recently in force whieh placed 
Ireland under exception provisions of law have 
been evoked and I have satisfaction in informing 
you that the condition of that country with respect 
to agrarian crime continues to improve, 

A bill will besubmitted to you on the earliest 
available eccasion to amend the provisions ofthe 
Government ofIreland. This bill has been pre- 
pared with the desireto afford contentment to the 
Irish people, toafford important relief to Parlia- 
mentand to furnish additional securities for the 
strength and union of the empire. 

Bills will be promptly laid before you for the 
amendment of the system Of registration in Great 
Britain, for shortening the duration of Parhaments 
and for establishing equality in the franchise by the 
limitation of each elector to a single vote. There 
will also be proposed to you Various bills bearing on 
the condition of labor, among which there will be 
measures in relation to the reliability of 
employers, the hours of labor of ,rail- 
road servants and «4 Dill to amend the 
law ofconspiracy. Your attention will likewise be 
invitea to measures for the further improvement of 
local government, including bills for the creation of 
parish councils, for the enlargement ef the powers 
of the London County Council, for the prevention of 
the growth of new vested interests in ecclesiastic 
establishments in Scotland and Wales, and to estab- 
lish direct local contro! of the liquor traffic, together 
with other measures of public utility. 

I humbly-commend your labors on these and other 
subjects to the guidance of the Almighty,

PANAMA, Jan. 81.—It is stated here that 
arms will be shipped on a trading schooner 
from New York to aid the intended revolu- 
tionary movement in Haytiand that arms 
will be transferred off the Central Amer- 
ican coast, near..€@olon, to a Haytian 
vessel. It is ¢ ’ said that Monsonto, 
a Haytian, who served under Crespo, 
is going to Jamaica to negotiate a 
sale of arms with Legitime.

CANADA’S TRADE POLICY. 


WILFORD LAURIER POINTS OUT THE BLUNDERS 
OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 31.—In a lengthy 
speech last night, dealing with the speech 
from the throne, Hon. Wilford Laurier, 
leadar ofthe opposition, criticised the trade 
policy of the Government in scathing terms. 
He saw no reasons for congratulations, as 
were expressed by the Government sup- 
porters, that Canada was developing her 
domestic trade by excluding her neighbors 
by the present tariff wall. He saw no wis- 
dominthe policy which made the country 
live like an oyster in its shell. 

He called attention to the deplorable re- 
sults shown by the last census; the policy of 
exclusion from the United States, her nat- 
ural market, he said, had.had the effect of 
ariving thousands of Canadians to foreign 
shores. 

He attacked the Government for its irritat- 
ing policy on the canal toll question, | 

‘*In all our dealings with the United States 
a spirit of unfairness has been displayed.’’ 

In conclusion, he moved an amendment to 
the effect that in the present conditions of 
the country substantial reductions should 
be made in taxation which pressed so heavily 
upon the bulk of the people, and that the 
failure of the Governmentto hold outany 
promise of reduction in the oppressive 
duties now imposed was a matter of deep | 
regret. 

Sir John Thompson replied in a vigorous 
speech. He contended that the exodus from 
Canada existed before the Conservatives as- 
sumed the reins of office, and claimed that 
the policy of his party was doing much to 
keep Canadians at home. 

In referring to reciprocity in wrecking, he 
said the Government of Canada had always 
been willing to extend to the United States 
wrecking vessels the right of passage 
through Canadian canals, despite the fact 
thatthe basis of agreement only stipulated 
thatthe agreement referred to waters con- 
tiguous to the two countries. In contclusion, 
the speaker said the opposition had no right 
to infer that there would bse no tariff 
changes. 

Laurier’s amendment was defeated by a 
vote of 103 to 53. 


AS TO 4NNEXATION, 

New YorkK, Jan. 31.—Prof. Goldwin Smith 
of Toronto, President of the Continental 
Union Association, was a guestatthe Vic- 
toria yesterday. He intends to call upon the 
President-elect, etther in this city or Lake- 
wood, and if possible obtain his views as to 
the policy of the new Administration toward 
Canada. 

**We are hopeful,’’ said Prof. Smith, ‘‘that 
the Cleveland Administration will meet us 
half way in the matter of annexation. Were 
the question put toa vote inthe Dominion I 
believe a large majority would be returned 
for a union with the United States. It 
must come sooner or later. The minute the 
union Is established there will be an ¢xtraor- 
dinary development of the agricultural and 
mineral interests of the Dominion. We are 
after a better market, and we trust that 
changes will be made in the McKinley 
tarifflaw that will ingure freer trade between 
the two countries. 

‘‘The public debt of Canada,’’ continued 
Prof. Smith, ‘‘is about $280,000,000. The 
country is poor, but it has remarkable possi- 
bilities. Allthat is needed is American en- 
terprise toopen up the mineral and other 
wealth of the Dominion and prosperity will 
result. Should Canada be annexed I believe 
the votes of the people would be about 
equally divided between the two great par- 
ties.’’ 

Prof. Smith was ased if he thought Britain 
would be likely to oppose the annexation of 
the Hawalian Islands. ‘‘I don’t know of any 
good reason why she should object,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Certainly herown policy has been to 
acquire all the territory shecan. Witness, 
Africa, Egypt, Australia and other coun- 
tries.*’

GENTLEMEN—As delegates frot. the Merchants’ 
‘Exchange and the Commercial Ciub of St. Louis, 
we, the undersigned, desire in the interest of the 
pu blic health to urge upon yeur honorable board 
the importance of brin @ water into the city from 
the New intake at the Chain of Kocks at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The increased amount of sewerage diseharged into 
the river near the present low service pumps has for 
a number of years made the eariy abandon- 
ment of this point of supply a matter 
of great public interest, but the possibility now 
existing of a visitation of our city during the com- 
ing summer by cholera, which is spread mainly by 
infecte:] drinking water, makes this abandenment 
now a matter of the utmost possible moment. 

We therefore, in the name ofthe commercial! In- 
terests of the city and of the public health, respect- 
fully ask your honorable hoard to take the necessary 
steps to utilize the new intake early in 
the coming summer,and if the permanent works 
needed for this purpose cannot be completed by that 
time to put insuch temporary works, at whatever 
cost as shall accomplish this end.

A NON-PARTISAN CENSUS. 

One of the measures which will probably 
be acted upon by the next Congress is, that 
providing for a permanent census bureau. 

The objections urged against the bill 
now pending lie against the abuses of the 
census arising froma partisan use of the 
department. No bill drafted by Robert 
P, Porter should be accepted until 
purged of Porterism, but this is not a 
necessary ingredient of a permanent 
bureau. It should be remembered 
that if the bureau is freed from 
partisan influences and placed in charge 
of trained statisticians, selected for their 
ability as men of science, the disgraceful 
doings which have made the eleventh 
census food for laughter would not be pos- 
sible. One of the principal virtues of the 
proposed plan is that it will, when freed 
from acknowledged faults, take the census 
out of politics and thus make it of real 
worth to the country. 

Butit cannot be got out of politics as 
long as it is left with a partisan Congress 
and partisén Président to set it up for 
political purposes once in ten years. 
The value of the census of 1870 is very 
doubtful and that of 1890 is notoriously 
worthless because of political influences 
brought to bear to juggle the facts gathered. 
The bureau ought to be as independent of 
such influences as the Weather Bureau, 
and the only way to place it on this foot- 
ing is to putit in charge of men devoted 
to scientific pursuits and holding office by 
& permanent tenure. 

The people will not be satisfied with a 
mere enumeration of the population. 
Every other civilized Government has an 
elaborate census, full of information 
which is of the highest utility, and a sim- 
ilar system is absolutely necessary with 
us. Wecannot do without the facts, free 
from fancy or political perversions. Only 
a permanent bureau, supported by the 
Government, but divorced from party pol- 
itics, will satisfy the just requirements of

LIEUT.-GOV. 0°" MEARA SEES DANGER TO 
THE CONDUIT MEASURE,

A Tried and Effective Weapon of the 
Lobby Being Turned on It—An Attempt 
of the Companies to Impair the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s Influence—Senator 
Stone Talks. 


Senator Stone’s conduit bill will be consid- 
ered by the Committee of the State Senate in 
Jefferson City to-morrow. 

If this bill passes it will untangle the con- 
duit Knots in st. Louls, If the cor- 
porations beat it, as they are try- 
Ing hard to ao, the Assembly will 
have to reach the object desired 
by conditions inserted In the franchise bills 
he two telephone companies want passed. 

In their fight onthe Stone bill in Jefferson 
City, the companies have been working to 
defeat the bill inthe Senate. They feel very 
confident that if it gets through there 
it will pass the House inspite of anything 
they can do. They have accordingly resorted 
to every schemié in their power to keep the 
bill from being even reported by the Senate 
committee. One of the most suc- 
cessful ways of killing an objectionable 
bil) the corporations have is to work indirect- 
lyonthe man who introduced it and on the 
chief friends of the bill. The legislator who 
introdyces. the bill is Iikely to have 
more than that one before 
the General Assembly. Perhaps all 
of them are equally important to his constit- 
uents, andhe is equally interested in all of 
them. He knows that a corporation lobby ts 
fighting one bill, but he knows that they 
cannot be legitimately concerned with the 
others, as they do not at all affect corpora- 
tions. 

AN EFFECTIVE LOBBY PLAN, 

Nevertheless he suddenly finds that the 
corporation lobby is joining hands to hurt 
all his obilis, and that he is being 
harassed at every step as he tries to 
push them through the Legislature. All 


the corporation influences are being broueht 
to bear against him inevery direction. The 
lobby says nothing to him; sends him no 
message and depends upon his perspicacity 
to see through their plan. ile goes toa 
legislator who tls on confidential terms with 
the lobbyists, perhaps understanding the re- 
lation between them and perhaps not. 

‘*Il don’t see why these men are trying to 
defeat this Dill and that,’’ he says, mention- 
ing them. 

The other man enlightens him. ‘‘If you 
Keep on with this bilil that hurts them they'll 
beat all your other bills,’’ says he. ‘‘If 
you let that be shoved aside quietly, your 
other bills willbe advanced and you will be 
surprised to see how easily they are passed. 
Nobody in your town will blame you. The 
thing can be done sonaturally in committee 
that there willl be absolutely nocriticism.’’ 

Ten toone the legisiator yields, accepts 
the situation, abandons the obnoxious bill 
and yetsthe others. Ifheisa strong man 
and an honest one he fights the thing 
through. Hecannot denounce the lobby on 
the floor for its tactics, because he has no 
proof of what he knows. 

FIGHTING STONE THIS WAY. 

There is good reason to believe that 
Senator Stone’s bill is being fought in this 
way. Hehas beforethe Senate, besides the 
conduit biil,a very important measure to the 
property owners of St. Louls,tbe bill abolish- 
ing the 25 “~per cent street im- 
provement restriction, as well as 
several other bilis more or less affecting the 
business interestsof the city. Judging by 
the statements of St. Louis lexisiators who 
are watching tne conduit billthe companies 
have begun their significant obstructing 
tactics for the disciplining of the St. Louls 
Senator and his friends. 

Lieut.-Gov, Jolin B. O’Méara is recognized

‘*They know that lam strongly tin favor of 
the wires being put underground tn St. Louis. 
My only reason is the one ofa good citizen. 
The wires are dangerous,ugly and an obstrue- 
tion to business, and the only way to 
getrid ofthemis to pass that bill tn the 
wegislature. I have heard that they are say- 
ing to members of the Legislature who don’t 
know me, that 1 will be benefited by the pas- 
sage of the bill by reason of a connection 
with the conduit company in St. Louis. 
The statement hasn’t got around to 
me yet so that I can meet it 
fairly, but I’ll say right here that it is not 
true. Itis trumped up for temporary use. .I 
bullt the conduit for the men who got the 
franchise, and they paid me my money for 
it. There my connection with it ended, and 
I had nothing to do withit since. Every. 
body in st. Louls who watches these affairs 
Knows this.’’

Ithas a 
rigid Sunday closing clause and creates the 
office of excise commissioner for all cities of 
50,000 inhabitants and over. The first bill 
introduced was defeated and the

Atthe meeting here last evening Julius 
Wurzburger, formerly Collector Ziegenhein’s 
dramshop deputy, was an attentive observer. 
During his argument Mr. Deering spoke of the 
laws in lowa and other States regulating the 
liquor traffic. This stirred up Wurzburger 
and he taiked back in fractured KEnglisna. 
He said while Iowa was a Republican state 
he had little respect for the prohibitive 
notions of a majority of the people there. He 
ther turned on Deering and asked ‘*isn’t 
it true that you have been trying for ten 
years to inflict your bills on the State?’’ 

Mr. Deering did not reply. He simply 
smiled and continued with his argument. 
He had no time for Wurzburger. 

MORRISSBY’S SENATORIAL DIGNITY. 

Senator Peter R. Morrissey, since his eleva- 
tion from a First Ward saloon in St. Louls to 
a seat in the State Senate, finds it 
necessary to throw aside his 
time manner and carry an alr 
f_ignity becoming his official station. His 
friends from St. Louls persist in calling him 
‘*Pete’’ despite the fact that he wears a 
Prince Albert coat, a standing collar, and 
other apparel becoming his office, and above 
all, a severe air of dignified impor- 
tance. A day or two ago Deputy 
Sheriff Tom Skidmore came up from St. Louls 
with a couple of prisoners and after landing 
them at the penitentiary called over to Mor- 
rissey’s stopping place to pay him a 
Visit. He found the Senator from 
the Thirty-first St. Louls District 
and greeted him in about this manner: 
Meret Pete, how are things coming up 
1ere?’’ 

Morrissey looked at Skidmore for awhile and 
then remarked ‘‘Youse fellowsought to have 
better sense. Don’t come up here calling 
me Pete. If you can’t callme Senator, as 
you ought to do,you oughntn’t to call me Pete. 
Pete goes in St, Louls, but not up here among 
these guys. Getthe gangtocall me Senator 
when they come up here; it sounds better.’’ 

DON’T LIKE DEERING. 

Representative Julius Wurzburger of St. 
Louls does not ike Ben Deering, the apostle 
of prohibition. Previous to his election 
Wurzburger was dramshop deputy in Collec- 
tor Ziegenhein’s office and had frequent tilts 
with Mr. Deering and others interested In re- 
stricting the privileges of the saloon-keepers. 
This explains Mr. Wurzburger’s antipathy 
toward Mr. Deering, who is here with the 
amended dramshop Dill. Last even- 
ing Mr. Wurzburger was at the Madi- 
son House discussing the different measures 
affecting the saloons. Hefinally announced 
that he would antagonize every liquor bill, 
but would support the beer Inspection bill on 
one condition. 

**‘What is that?’’ asked Senator Dick Love, 
who was standing near him at the time. 

‘*It is Just this,’’ said the ex-deputy, with 
a decidedly strong German accent. ‘*Let the 
Governor make Ben Deering the inspector 
and I will vote for the  Obill, He 
must inspect according to the 
Nuremburg method however, and | 
will personally pay for his leather breeches- 
In Nuremburg, you know, the Inspector 
wears leather knickerbockers,sits on a bench 
in the brewery cellar and drinks beer until he 
can’t drink any more.

Some Interesting Facts for the Legis- 
lative Investigating Committes—Jury 
Commissioner Mansfield Says He Can-

_ Gov. Francis in his last message to the 
Legisiature called special attention to the 
fact that the expenditures made by the State 
each year for costs in criminal cases showed 
an enormous increase although there was no 
perceptible increase in the nuniber of 
prisoners in the Penitentiary. The last ap- 
propriation by the State for this purpose 


é amounted to $585,000 and yet he states there 


fs Claimed to be a deficit tn this fund of $35, - 

000 for the past year. This announcement 
led the legislative solons at Jefferson City to 
put on’ their thinking caps, and on Jan. 
20 last Mr. Hawkins 6f Dunklin County 
introduced a bill to reduce the costs in crim- 
inalcases. From th@tenor of its provisions 
it seems to be mainly almed at the criminal 
courts of St. Louis, whose drafts upon the 
State Treasury are ehormous. One insfance 
of the extra heavy expenditure incurred by 
these courtsis mentioned by Mr. Hawkins, 
and relates to summoning witnesses. 

In the average State eourt the Sheriff is 
compelled to embody as many as five wit- 
nesses in one subpcena for summoning which 
he only receivesa single fee. In St. Louls 
thé Sheriff issues a separate subpoena to each 
witness‘and in the event of the case be- 
ing continued, which is _ frequently 
done, he reissues the subpoenas 
and makes another charge for them. So itis 
inanumber of minor matters where con- 
siderable red tape is used and numerous 
small fees charged for affidavits, docketing, 
etc. ’

Greater Oare to Be Taken by the Officers 
at Ellis Island. 

New YorK, Jan. 81.—An order has been 
posted in the Immigration Bureau at Ellis 
Island to the effect that boarding officers 
hereafter must exercise extreme care in the 
examination of second cabin paesengers on 
incoming steamships. This order ts the out- 
come of the Capture of paupers and contract 
laborers in the second cabin of the- Waesland 
afew daysago by Chief Gilhuly of the Con- 


tract Labor Bureau. Since the first of the 
coat the Association Continental steamships 
ave been carrying no immigrants, and, asa 
result, thé second cabins ‘are gener lly well 
filled. Theassociation, which includes the 
Hamburg-American Line, the Netherlands- 
American, the North German oyd ahd 
the Red Star, decided to await the 
action of Congress in regard to immigration 
and in the meantime to cease bringing immi- 
grants tothiscountry. The English steam- 
ship companies followed the same course so 
far as the transportation of immigrants from 
continental ports was concerned. ‘this has 
made the registry of immigration at Ellis 
Island very light during the past week and 
has also had the effect of increasing cabin 
passage On steamships. The association 
lines in view of this are now arranging to 
make an advance in second-class rates, 
which will still further reduce immigration. 
The agents of the various lines claim that an 
advance is necessary to make business pay 
Without steerage passengers, and that the 
action of the con) panies in shutting out steer- 
age traffic is simply to conform with what 
séems to be the popular sentiment while the 
action of Congress is pending. There are ho 
immigrants coming now from Hamburg or 
from any of the cholera ports, and especial 
care is taken inthe examination of steerage 
possenants from those ports having anything 
ia easy Communication with infected dis- 
ricfts. 

It is stated that recently several immi- 
grants who Came as second cabin passengers 
and who hailed from vVicinities of cholera: 
infected towns, made a strong effort to land,
